He said, what translated means: "And strive 
hard in Allah's cause as you ought to strive (with sincerity). He has chosen you 
(to convey Islam), and has not laid upon you in religion any hardship, it is the 
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religion of your father Abraham (Islam). It is He (Allah) who has named you 
Muslims both before and in this (the Quran), that the Messenger (Mohammad) 
may be a witness over you and you be witnesses over mankind. So offer prayer 
perfectly, give Zakat (compulsory charity), and hold fast to Allah, He is your Lord, 
what an excellent Lord and what an excellent helper!" [22:78]

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Allah also wants His slaves to pay a small amount of their money to the poor, 
the needy, strangers who have no money, the indebted and to others who are 
eligible to take money from Zakat. Zakat is so minimal that it does not harm the 
rich, yet it provides tremendous benefits for the poor. Allah also requires fasting 
in the lunar month of Ramadhan. He said, what translated means: "So whoever 
of you sights the (crescent on the first night of the) month (of Ramadhan), he 
must fast that month, and whoever is ill or on a journey, the same number (of 
days he misses) from other days." [2:185]
